While it is known that the subject discussed 
was the South school — what was there to be discussed 
that everyone sttouldn’t know about ? 


We feel that the four consultants are men of outstand- 


ing reputation in the community. And they are experts in 
their fields. Thus their advice becomes extremely valu- 
able and any reports they may make in regards to the 
South school certainly will be read with avid interest by 


the community. 


It is very desirable that the four men give their serious 
attention to all the aspects of the South school problem, 
including the possibility of retaining an architectural firm 


owned and o 


perated by registered architects. We look for- 


ward to any report the four-man group may issue. 


If the school committee fails to follow that report, we 
feel that another answer to the problem must be found. 


One possible solution in that event may be found in the 
article filed this week by the Taxpayers association, call- 
ing for the creation of a building committee to be respon- 
sible for the construction of the new school. That article, 
which we endorse, will be considered at the same special 
town meeting which will be asked to approve the school 
and appropriate money for it. If the school committee fails 
to heed the advice of its consultants in every major 
aspect, then we suggest that a special town meeting be 
called to create a building committee — on the lines of 
the one requested by the Taxpayers association — to take 


up the planning work itself. 


We believe such a move would not long delay the com- 
pletion of preliminary plans, for the educational specifica- 


tions are now in hand. 


Such a committee might, for instance, wish to engage 
an architectural firm owned and operated by registered 
architects — but in so doing we believe there would be 
little time lost and there might well emerge a better plan 
— one which would receive endorsement from the voters. 


While we prefer to see the school committee accept the 
judgement of its expert consultants, we do not cast aside 
the alternative suggested above if the advice is refused. 

The paramount issue here is the need for a new school 
in the Vale and if it becomes necessary to adopt the al- 
termate suggestion in order to get a good building at a

Cheever Plans 


Many residents of the Holt rd. 
area attended Monday night’s 
public hearing on Fred Cheever’s 
plans for a sub-division off Holt 
rd. 

Most questions were concerned 
with surface drainage problems 
and septic tank drainage. The 
plan showed all lots conforming 
to the zoning requirements — 
30,000 square feet and 150-foot 
frontage — while many ran into 
an acre size or Slightly better. 
About 20 lots are shown on the 
plan for development. 

Mr. Cheever told the planning 
board that he will put in some 
9500 feet of road, with all util- 
ities and drainage, at an estim- 
ated cost of $15 per foot. When 
that job is done, he said, lots 
will be sold with suitable restric- 
tions calling for homes worth at 
least $25,000. 

Mr. Cheever said he plans to 
begin work there in a year or two 
and explained that the develop- 
ment would be similar to Johnson 
Acres. In answer to queries about 
drainage problems now in Holt rd., 
Mr. Cheever pointed out that the 
town has responsibility for the 
street and subsequent work that 
might have to be done on it. 
Drainage in the development, he 
indicated, would be taken care of. 

Several persons raised the 
question of drainage from septic 
tanks in the area, suggesting that 
much of the section may be clay, 
which offers poor drainage. 

Members of the planning board 
said the plans will need both 
board of health and board of pub- 

lic works approval before the 
planning group can act to approve 
or turn down the plans. 

Answering one question about 
allowing much larger lots than 
shown on the plan, Mr. Cheever 
told the board he would rather see 
one-acre lots well cared for than 
to see larger lots in an unkempt 
condition because the owners 
can’t afford to keep up the whole 
lot.

No Contract Yet 
With Architects 


The school committee still has 
no contract with its architects for 
preparation of South school plans. 

A meeting scheduled for Tues- 
day night, at which the matter 
was to be discussed, was can- 
celled. Supt. Edward I, Erickson 
said he assumed the four consul- 
tants and the committee will meet 
next Tuesday night. 


Stulgis Adamant 

Meanwhile, Town Counsel Vin- 
cent Stulgis won’t retreat from his 
stand that the former document 
would be illegal because the 
school committee has no author- 
ity to commit the town to anything 


beyond preparation of preliminary 
plans. 

That decision was originally 
contained in a letter to the school 
board and was repeated in person 
to Albert Richmond, president of 
Perley F. Gilbert associates, at a 
meeting last Friday afternoon, 


Another Contract 

Supt. Erickson attended the 
session and told the TOWNSMAN 
this week that he has prepared an- 
other contract omitting the dubi- 
ous clause. It has been given to 
town counsel to study, Erickson 
declared. In it, the superintendent 
has called for payment of an as 
yet undetermined amount of mon- 
ey for the preliminary plans, with 
that payment to be deducted from 
the over-all fee if the same firm 
is hired for detailed drawings and 
construction supervision. 

Allow Disputed Clause 

Included in the document now 
in town counsel’s hands js pro- 
vision for test borings and samp- 
ling — although that section, 
which also mentions a topographi- 
cal map, was originally subject 
to criticism. Mr. Richmond ex- 
plained to the school committee 
last week that the clause should 
remain because, even though a 
map has already been furnished, it 
may be necessary to take test 
borings at the site. 

Richmond met with town coun- 
sel following last Wednesday’s 
school committee session. At that 
meeting, he had refused to accept 
a suggested contract that Speci- 
fied $3000 for three sets of pre- 
liminary plans of the South school, 


with that sum to be deducted from 
the eventual fee if the firm con- 
tinues with the final plans and 

supervises construction. He said 
at that time that it is standard 
procedure to insert the clause 
which town counsel said was il- 
legal — that 25 percent of the full 
fee becomes payable at the time 
the town approves the school and 
votes to make money available. 
Counsel! said such a clause means 
the present school committee is 
binding the town to a contract 
with the architects without auth- 
ority, as the town meeting vote 
under which it procedes mentions 
only preliminary plans. Stulgis 
Suggested that a building com- 
mittee, if appointed, might poss- 
ibly engage another architectural 
firm and, under the proposed con- 
tract, the town would have to pay 
the Gilbert associates 25 percent 
of the fee anyway. 

$3000 Was Suggested 

It had been anticipated that the 
committee might set a fee for the 
three preliminary plans at its 
meeting Tuesday night. The con- 
tract submitted by Mr. Erickson 
to town counsel left blank the am- 
ount. It had been reported that Al- 
bert Richmond, president of the 
architectural firm, said $3000 
would not be enough money as a 
specific payment for preliminary 
plans. Supt. Erickson said there 
is about $5500 remaining in the 
appropriation, after paying $1000 
for the first set of plans and $500 
for a topographical map and other 
information, 

The three plans submitted by 
the architects last week were pre- 
pared without a contract, with Mr. 
Richmond suggesting it was an 
act of good faith on the firm’s 
part.
